“Love is the greatest thing on 
earth. Though a small word it is the 
most important in our vocabulary, 
with the exception of that other little 
word-—God! Love is the most powcr- 
ful. the most far-reaching in its ef- 
fects—both for good and evil.” said 
Monsignor Thomas Conry Sunday to 
the alumnae of the Dubuque Clarke 
club assembled in the Sacred Heart 
chapel at Clarke College for their 
annual reunion Mass. 


“Back in your old home which you 
used to call ‘The Mount’ you, no 
doubt, fee)l—-to quote the words 
of the apostle Peter, ‘that il is gourd 
for us to be here’. continued Mon- 
signor Conry, former college chap- 
lain. “You came back to renew your 
old associations, to obtain new in- 
spiration, and to consecrate your- 
selves again to service.” 

““This ts the will of God—your 
sanctification.’ Sanctification is sum- 
med up in one word—love! Love is 
tho greatest thing in the world, the 
most powerful. and the most far- 
reaching in its effects for good and 
for evil. Love is the root of all 
good and of all evil’, continued the 
speaker. 

Monsignor Coury took his listen- 
crs, In spirit, to penal institutions, 
If the question: “Why are you here?” 
were asked of the individuals under 
punishment the answer in each case 
would -be: “I um here because of 
love.” Sometimes it would be be- 
cause of excessive love, or a distort- 
ed love and again because of a de- 
fective love or a love of superiority. 
Likewise he pictured a home where 
Virtue and happiness reigned. Here 
happiness is founded on love, But 
this love is based on sacrifice and on 
the word of God. 


Monsignor Conry explained the 
difference between love manifested 
by emotion and love based on rea- 
son, showing that the latter is the 
love required by the commiundments. 
“With our reason We judge God to 
be the supreme factor in our lives. 
Knowing that He is our God, our 
Creator, our Redeemer we resolve 
with a love centered in reason that 
He shal} have a supreme place in 
our hearts."

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WHAT IS THE RUSSIAN SITUATION TO US? 


It is said that wherever there is a religious persecution, 
there, faith burns brightest. We are not familiar enough with 
the reaction of Russian Christians to the diabolical machinations 
of their godless government to say whether that statement holds 
true in that afflicted country though stories of heroic persever- 
ance and martyrdom on the part of the Russian clergy are not 
uncommon. However the signs of the times would indicate that 
since America’s attention has been focused on the situation by 
the appeal of the Holy Father for the prayers of the universal 
church on March nineteenth, the effect in our own country has 
been salutary both from a patriotic and a devotional aspect. 
Roused by authentic reports of the outrages perpetrated by the 
communistic government of Soviet Russia, clergy of not only 
the Catholic faith nor of Christian religions but of every re- 
ligious sect have responded with concerted action in the form of 
public prayer and of press activity that can only result in re- 
newed fervor and thanksgiving for the blessings we enjoy as 
Americans. The revelation of bold attempts to undermine the 
solidity of all nations and establish bolshevism has awakened us 
to a new appreciation of the liberty we enjoy. 

Stories of rulers who have attempted to enforce certain be- 
liefs are not new, but when a government sets out to deliberate- 
ly destroy all belief and insist on active non-belici one is stag- 
gered at the enormity of the possibilities which may result from 
its program. The horrors of the French revolution and the reign 
of terror pale into insignificance. A godless nation which aims 
to bring about a godless world! We marvel at the patience oi 
God; and we tremble to know that our own solidity is being 
attacked by the Soviets. 


What is there for us to do? Many more things than one 
would at first suppose. In the way of expiation and atonement 
for the intolerable insults offered Almighty God, there is fre- 
quent and devout reception of the Sacraments. In the field of 
education, where religious instruction is entirely denied to Rus: 
sian youths under the age of eighteen and supervised by athe- 
istic authorities after that age, we might appreciate the oppor- 
tunities which are offered us to study the truths and beauties of 
Catholicism. As Catholic leaders we might help to strengthen 
opposition to even symptoms of the beginning of any such insur- 
rection against God. In this way we can convert the evil that 
was begun by instruments of the lower world into a positive good 
by intensifying the love of God in our own hearts and in the 
hearts of others. 





CATHOLIC GIRLS AND PARISH ACTIVITIES 


It is rather disconcerting in this day when there is so much 
need of building up Catholic leadership to find that those who 
should be foremost in the field are lagging behind. Girls grad- 
uate from Catholic colleges and disperse to every part of the 
country, but it is the exceptional girl who becomes a leader in 
the parish into which she goes. Leadership—this is what is ex- 
pected of her, this is what she is capable of—hut again and again 
the question is asked—why does she fail? 

Really she cannot fail at something she never undertakes. 
Her fault is in never realizing that when her college days are 
over it is her duty to go out as a leader. Very likely the reason 
she forgets her obligation is because during her school days, that 
is, her away-from-home school days, she got out of the habit of 
helping with home parish activities. During her high school 
career she probably was an enthusiastic church worker and one 
who lamented direfully “older girls’ forgetfulness” but when she 
in turn went away she followed the same course and left to the 
ones at home the crusading. By the time the summer vacation 
came she was entirely out of things—maybe, when she saw how 
well matters were going without her, she was a bit diffident about 
breaking in again for her place was apparently filled. 


There ought to be some remedy for this wholly unfortun- 
ate situation. It scems that the best way to eliminate neglect 
is never to give it a chance to get started during our college days. 
We are all thoughtless when : 


we get away and new activities 
begin to fill up our minds. We forget to send home our dues

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THE GOLDEN ROSE 









The dazzling sunlight of an early 
spring morning sifts through the 
stained glass windows of the Hall of 
Vestments in the Eternal City. It 
is Laetare Sunday and the Holy 
Father follows the example set by 
his saintly predecessors by perform- 
ing the glad, colorful ceremonies 
surrounding the blessing and _ be- 
stowing of the Golden Rose. All the 
pomp and beauty of bygone pageant- 
ry is suggested by the stately figure 
in the rose-colored stole and cope, 
and precious mitre, as he stands, 
surrounded by the papal court be- 
fore a table on which the soft glow 
of many candles gleam back at the 
flooding sunlight. Their flames 
stream like tiny pennons as a vag- 
rant breeze steals across the sill of 
a nearby window. In a golden vase 
on a golden pedestal, rising from the 
center of the table, is a spray of 
golden roses of exquisite workman- 
ship and skilled artistry. The cen- 
tral blossom of the group is the fam- 
ous Golden Rose which is blessed 
by the Bishop of Rome each Laetare 
Sunday and often bestowed on some 
distinguished person, city or govern- 
ment that has been notable for its 
spirit of devotion and loyalty to the 
Holy See. 

The Pope recites a beautiful pray- 
er set aside in the liturgy of the 
Chureh for this special ceremony. 
He finishes the canticle and the car- 
dinal-deacon hands him a_ censor 
with which he incenses balsalm and 
musk; the scented fumes are wafted 
upward by the same little breeze 
that disturbed the tranquility of the 
candle flames. Then the pontiff opens 
the sieve-like cover to the tiny cup 
in the heart of the largest rose and 
pours in fragrant balsalm and pow- 
dered musk. After incensing the rose 
and sprinkling it with holy water the 
youngest cleric in the Camera steps 
forward to claim his privilege of 
carrying the precious ornament be- 
fore the Pope in procession to the 
papal chapel. 

In the chapel the vase of pure gold 
flowers is placed on a_ silk veil 
heavy with golden embroidery which 
is spread at the foot of the cross 
on the high altar. There it remains 
during the Mass which is sung by 
the first cardinal priest. 

Sometimes the rose is not given 
away but the beautiful] symbol is 
carefully removed at the end of the 
ceremony to wait until another year 
when some signal loyalty will be 
recognized by the bestowal of the 
sacred flower. 


Thus is Laetare Sunday observed 
in Rome; in every city and hamlet 
where Catholicity is known the same 
spirit of gladness is echoed on that 


day. The name “Laetare” is taken 
from the first words of the Introit 
of the Mass for the fourth Sunday

of Lent—"“Rejoice O Jerusalem! 
This Sunday which marks the half- 
Way station of Lent is given other 
names in different countries. In 
England it is sometimes called Moth- 
ering Day, a title which comes from 
the old custom of making the offer- 
ing to the cathedral or mother- 
church on that day, though this cus- 
tom no longer exists. The Church 
nilows the use of flowers on the al- 
tar, organ music and—though not 
a great many churches find it prac- 
tical to avail themselves of the priv- 
ilege—the wearing of rose-colored 
vestments. All these outward signs 
symbolize the encouragement the 
Church would offer to her penitent 
children who have finished half their 
senson of mortification. 


The Congregation of the Holy 
Cross, each Laetare Sunday desig- 
nates as recipient of the Laetare 
Medal some Catholic lay person who 
has by outstanding work in any field, 
such as literature, art, politics, or 
philanthropy, furthered the Catholic 
cause. This beautiful custom is an 
outgrowth and imitation of the be- 
stowal of the Golden Rose.
